was heard that, in view of the broad disciplinary barrier. to use of world 
service funds for Gay causes, alternate provision he made for the finan- 
cial giving of Gay and Lesbian United Methodists as‘a ‘part of their 
broader Christian stewardship. 7 boas ee, pees 

Two general aims of Affirmation ‘were discussed: (i) the need for an 
information clearinghouse regarding the treatment of Gay‘ and Lesbian 
United Methodists in various annual conferences, and (2) the need for a 
network of ‘Christian support for Gay “and Lesbianpeople as they face 
obstacles in the church whether ttiey “be administrative, spiritual, or 
theological. It was recognized that ‘while there is reason ‘fdr thanks- 
giving for the understanding and“‘dcé@ptance of Gay men and ‘Lesbians 
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which has already occurred, much temaina to be done. *"" -
